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Officials say old Big 
Rock spill poses no 
threat in Waters

Recent reports of a lawsuit 
filed by a carpenter who worked 
at Big Rock nuclear power plant 
against Consumers Energy, par- 
ent company of Big Rock stated, 
‘» an unknown amount of dan- 
gerous radioactive material is in 
the Waters landlill, public land, 
which could possibly affect 
groundwater in (he community.” 

The spill of powdered uranyl] 
acetate occurred on a stage in the 
Annex Building in December 
1975. The Health Physics Log 
Book stated the area was cleaned 
up and “that smears taken where 
the spill occurred measured Iess 
than 50 percent of the reading for 
background radiation in_ the 
area.” 

In July 2002, when the Annex 
stage was to be removed, the 
licensee personnel decided to 
treat the slage as if it was conta- 
minated and ship it to Tennessee. 
The stage was not thought to be 
radiologically contaminated, but 
they felt the resources expended 
to search archived records to ver- 
ify the presumption would be 


greater than the costs of shipping 
it to Tennessee. 

Workers failed to read the 
Work Order and instead of send- 
ing the stage to Tennessee, 
dumped the material into a 
dumpster which was sent to 
Waters. When the health physics 
staff became aware of the situa- 
tion, it contacted the waste 
hauler and found the material 
had already been pHs at 
Waters. 

Annual surveys of the alate 
in 1998, 2000, 2001 and 32002 
showed no radiological contami- 
nation in the Annex Building. 
The areas bencath the stage were 


surveyed and showed no 
detectable activity above back- 
ground. 7 

The Nuctear Regulatory 


Commission reviewed all of the 
procedures followed by the com- 
pany and found its response 
acceptable. The response states 
“no radiological health and safe- 
ty risk existed as a result of the 
disposal.” 

Maple Forest Township offi- 
cials were notified of the error at 
that time.

One suspect 
pleads guilty 
to BP armed 
robbery

One of two Grayling residents 
arrested for the December 14, 
2003 armed robbery of a local 
gas station has pleaded guilty to 
the crime and is expected to be 
sentenced early in April. 

Daniel Latesky, age 29, plead- 
ed guilty March 8 before 46th 
Circuit Trial Court Chief Judge 
Alton T. Davis for his involve- 
ment in the early morning armed 
robbery of the BP gas station in 
Frederic Township. 

About $70 was taken during 
the incident when a suspect 
wearing a ski mask threatened 
the clerk with a handgun. 

Latesky was apprehended 
days after he and Kelly Jo Pratt, 
also age 29, were pulled over in 
late January by Grayling City 
Officer Al Somero. At that time, 
Latesky fled the scene, but Pratt 
remained in the vehicle and 
offered information about 
crimes she and Latesky alleged- 
ly committed in the area. Police 
found a plastic toy handgun and 
a ski mask in the vehicle.

Having taught at the secondary and community college levels over a period of 10 years, I 
have learned there is far more that constitutes a good instructor than a solid foundation in 
mathematics and the ability tc disseminate this knowledge in a clear, non-intimidating way. 
While I continue to believe these qualities to be among those that are paramount, my eval- 


uations from students continually cite my dedication to preparation for class and personal | 


interest in the student and their success as important factors in their learning. In all, I 
believe that my success in the community college classroom boils down to rapport, avail- 
ability, approach, environment and a passion for both teaching and learming that is always. 
evident to my students. a 


Aware that a significant number of the students entering my courses do so with a negative 


attitude toward, or genuine fear of mathematics in general, I immediately work to get to]. 


know them and assist them in gaining a new appreciation for the subject. An often-stated 
comment on my course evaluations is “I didn’t know that math could be fun”. To lead the 


_insecure student to achieve his best in class, patience in student learning and a non-threat- } 


ening environment are essential. My goal is to create the interactive classroom where stu- 
dents are provided an opportunity to work together, are not afraid to ask questions, make 
observations/comments, and speak up when in need of clarification. I have found that, in 
turn, I am actually creating in students the desire to learn mathematics. 


In helping students overcome their apprehension with regard to mathematics while on a 
Strict timeline to complete course content as required per syllabus outlmes, I am available 
to assist students outside of class. I spend many hours either on campus or at the local. 
library tutoring individuals and small groups of students in need of additional assistance. 
All of my classes have accompanying Blackboard sites and, as a part-trme faculty member, 
the Discussion Board and Virtual Classroom features have proven to be valuable resources 
in my ability to aid students in their learning. ; 


My approach to teaching mathematics focuses on “themes” and is generally found by stu- 
dents to be a refreshing change from the ‘same-old, same-old’. In my Introductory Algebra 
courses, for instance, I begin by revisiting the computational skills that the students have 
acquired prior to entering the class and move toward developing a fundamental under- 


standing of the underlying concept. Almost immediately, I tell my students that ‘things that | 


are alike can be added together’ and demonstrate the power behind that simple statement. 
We add fractions seeking a common denominator; we line up the decimal point in adding 
decimal numerals to accomplish the same. We quickly see that adding negatives to nega- 
tives poses no problem whatsoever. I allow them to see further that they can add like vari- 
able terms and like radical terms even if they have never seen such things before. In empha- 
sizing and developing the concepts along with the techniques, students are less apt to mem- 
orize and, instead, are challenged to pay more attention to the mathematics they are learn- 
ing. This approach generates a high level of student interest. 


In developing professionally as an educator, I value the feedback I receive from faculty 
and students alike. I am always seeking to expand my knowledge and ability as well as to 
improve my effectiveness as a teacher of mathematics. To accomplish this, I take advan-

“In light of concerns voiced by 
Michigan drivers over Public Act 
165, which went into effect 
October |, 2003, I am writing to 
address this issue and offer an 
immediate solution to the con- 
cerns,” Gilbert said in his letter 
to Michigan’s State Treasurer 
Jay B. Rising. 

“As the principal author of the 
original legislation, | want to 
make it crystal! clear that this was 
not the intent of the law. The 
original bill was directed at bad 
drivers, not Michigan citizens 
who may have merely forgotten 
to carry a piece of paper.” 

The law states that motorists 
pulled over who fail to show 
proof of insurance but simply do 
not have the paperwork in their 
car, receive the same treatment 
as drivers who do not carry auto- 
mobile insurance at all. 

‘We are working to amend the 
original legislation so people 
who forget to put their insurance 
papers in their car are not treated 
the same as the scofflaws who 
refuse to buy insurance,” Gilbert 
said. 

“Although we understand the 
Michigan Vehicle Code requires 
all drivers to carry proof of 
insurance at all times while dri- 
ving, and failure to do so is a 
civil infraction, the intent of this 
legislation was not to excessive- 
ly penalize these drivers.” 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield confirmed March 4 at 
the County Board — of 
Commissioners’ meeting that 
there is an increased amount of 
drivers fighting their tickets in 
court since the new legislation 
went into effect. He told the 
Board this has caused his traffic 
safety officer to spend a lot of 
time in court, instead of out on 
patrol. That time in court has 
caused increased costs to the 
Sheritf’s budget.

LANSING ~ The Michigan 
Senate last week passed sweeping 
restrictions on the importation of 
Canadian and out-of-state waste, 
set a two-year moratorium on new 


landfills, and gave broader 
authority to the Michigan 


Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) to enforce these 
tougher garbage standards. 

“Our goal with this legislation 
is simple: we want to protect 
Michigan’s environment and pre- 
serve it for future generations,” 
said Sen, Tony Stamas (R-36th 
District). 

This legislative package repre- 
sents a bi-partisan effort to limit 
the importation of Canadian and. 
out-of-state = waste, = which 
accounts for about 25 percent of 
all trash entering Michigan’s 
landfills. 

State Rep. Matt Gillard (D- 
106th District) praised the 
Michigan Senate for approving 
the package that he and other 
House lawmakers have champi- 
oned for more than a year. 

“The concerned citizens of 
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Michigan should be commended 
for pressuring reluctant state leg- 
islators into moving forward with 
this important — legislation,” 
Gillard said. “I look forward to 
the Governor signing these bills 
into law.” 

The bills provide a comprehen- 
sive revision of the state’s solid 
waste management laws to 
include additional protections 
against the disposal of inappropri- 
ate waste in Michigan's landfills. 

The new rules require all 
Canadian and out-of-state waste 
to meet the same stringent stan- 
dards Michigan has for its own 
waste. Landfills would be 
required to refuse any out-of-state 
waste that’did not meet the tough 
standards. 

The bills: 

* Require the state DEQ to pro- 
vide a statewide inspection pro- 
gram, which would mandate at 
least four inspections each year of 
each landfill to ensure compli- 
ance. Random: inspections also 
could be conducted. 

* Require landfills to refuse 

waste, regardless of its source, 
that did not meet Michigan’s 
stringent waste standards, starting 
October |, 2004. 
_.* Add two important new land- 
fill bans — beverage containers 
and whole tires — to further reduce 
reliance on landfills and encour- 
age recycling. 

¢ Grant the DEQ director emer- 
gency power to prohibit any waste 
shipment that poses a threat to the 
public’s health or safety or to the 
safety of the environment. 

* Add new fines of up to 
$25,000 per day for violating cer- 
tain laws related to disposing of 
waste in landfills. 

* Mandate a two-year moratori- 
um on issuing certain new landfill 
permits. 

“I’m glad to see this legislation 
moving,” Stamas said. “I look 
forward to seeing these bills 
strengthening our standards 
signed into law.” 

Gillard called the legislation 
“vital to protecting the Great 
Lakes State.” 

Nine of the 11 bills now go to 
Governor Jennifer Granholm for 
signing. Senate Bill 948 and 
House Bill 5235 have been sent 
back to the House for concur-
